PROVINCIAL GRANTS to municipalities 
under the Municipal Assistance Act have been 
increased since 1951-52 by. more than 
$5,000,000. Grants to municipalities in the 
province for the 1956-57 fiscal year total 
$9,990,002.

There are no restrictions on these grants, Many 
municipalities report that grants are spent on 
SEWAGE AND WATER SYSTEMS. In many 
cases municipalities have found that the grant 
is more than enough for present needs. The 
Government of Alberta puts no restricting 
clause on how this surplus is spent. The grant 
is made to the municipality and it is left to 
your municipal authorities and you who elect 
those authorities as to how this money is spent 
to the best advantage. It is in your own interest 
fo inquire about such things and see that this 
money is spent wisely. 


FIVE CENTS OF EVERY GALLON of 
fuel oil sold to the general consumer goes to 
the people of Alberta in the form of Municipal 
Grants. In other words your Municipal Grant 
is made up of 50% of the 10 cent tax you pay 
on fuel oil. 


PUBLIC WELFARE sounds like « high- 
falutin' phrase. Never-the-less it's something 
that we are all interested in. The Public Wel- 
fare Department deals with such vital things as 
pensions, allowances and other welfare assis- 
tance to Albertans. 


There is a very smart booklet entitled ‘Public 
Welfare Services” which is free on request and 
which describes the eight different branches 
of the Department. It outlines the qualifications 
you need for Federal Old Aae Security, Pro- 
vincial Old Age Assistance, Blind Persons’

Pensions, Disabled Persons’ Pensions and

Hospital and fieatment Services and the 
Means Test.

France has had to rely heavily 
on the Foreign Legion in this war 
because opposition at home to 
sending ordinary draftees into 
North Africa for a time handicap- 
ped raising a large enough force 
to do the job. This has given rise 
to the riots around departing 
troop trains which embarrassed 
the French by being reported wide- 
ly in the world’s press. 

The French at least seem to 
have nothing to be ashamed of, 
militarily speaking, of course, in 
the way the army is functioning 
in the current drive, however, 

The Fourth French Motorized 
Infantry Division, commanded by 
Brig. Gen. Baro d’Esneval, is pa- 
trolling 250 hot, dry miles from 
the Mediterranean south to Figuig. 
The garrison at Tindouf has been 
increased from 150 to almost 1,500. 
A new chapter in the war-like his- 
tory of North Africa and the Sa- 
hara is being written, 

The Foreign Legion is playing 
its part as the hard-bitten core of 
fighters that it always has been. 
Many of its members still sport 
the beards which traditionally are 
the badge of its intrepid manhood. 

Included are former German 
soldiers who never surrendered 
and other soldiers of fortune and 
dead-enders out to forget it all in 
the most desperate and dangerous 
activity they can find, From all 
reports they are not being disap- 
pointed by the Moroccan guerrilla 
Army of Liberation. 

Since “legion”. in military par- 
lance stemming from the Romans 
really means a force raised by a 
levy upon the citizens, this is an 
obvious misnomer when applied to 
the “Foreign Legion”, which really 
is the Regiments Etrangers, but 
by any other name it still is the 
rough and tough fighting force of 
old, 

The do-it-yourself idea is good

White fabrics 
exist because 
women insist 


Men who grumble at women’s 
constant demands for the “impos- 
sible” can thank the ladies for the 
white shirts they're wearing. With- 
out womanly persistence a hundred 
years ago, white fabrics might be 
as rare as white mink. 


If a lady of 200 years ago could 
peek into modern bedroom draw- 
ers full of gleaming white hankies, 
white lingerie and white blouses, 
she would be spellbound with envy. 
To her, the possession of even one 
white garment was a mark of so- 
cial prestige. 


In those days the process of 
bleaching fabrics was so long and 
tedious that only a privileged few 
could afford the finished product. 

For instance, in order to have a 
white sheet to sleep on, the ma- 
terial first had to be steeped in 
alkaline lyes, then washed and 
spread on the grass for weeks. Af- 
ter repeating this process five or 
six times the same material was 
subjected to a bath of sour milk 
or buttermilk for a few days, 
washed and again spread in the 
sun. This procedure continued un- 
til the material was as white as 
“could be expected.” 


Although this elaborate method 
of bleaching was quite the usual 
one for many years, it was hardly 
practical on a large-scale basis 
and the result would not hold a 
candle to the “whiter-than-white” 
fabrics of today. 


However, practical or not, wom- 
en insisted on more and ~- more 
white garments. And leading men 
in the chemical industry give 
credit to the persistent little lady, 
for her incessant demands for 
more white in her life brought 
fbout the birth of modern bleach- 
ing techniques. 


Early in the last century, the 
search for more efficient bleaching 
methods brought to light many 
new chemicals. These turned out 
to be endlessly useful to industry 
and formed the nucleus of the 
heavy-chemical economy of Eng- 
land for many years. 

The development of these effi- 
cient bleaching agents such as so- 
dium perborate, chlorine and hy- 
drogen peroxide opened the way 
for the truly white fabrics of to- 
day. No longer are white goods a 
novelty, miles of white garments 
flutter from. clotheslines every 
Monday morning. And according 
to the soap makers, it has now be- 
come a matter of prestige to dis- 
play the whitest wash in the 
neighborhood! 


Dairy products 
slump slightly 


In spite of the quantity of good 
pastureland available this summer, 
Manitoba butter roduction hag 
shown a 5 percent drop from the 
amount produced last year, Jan« 
uary to September. The cows kept 
for milking purposes showed an 
increase of 3 percent, and since 
the weather was neither hot nor 
dry, most dairymen expected pro- 
duction to rise. 

Chief of the department of agri- 
culture's dairy branch, C. H. P, 
Killick, suggests that better crop 
prospects may have had a depress- 
ing effect on production, He point- 
ed out that to produce butterfat 
at 58 cents a pound is not a pro- 
fitable operation unless it is com- 
bined with other farm enterprises, 
“A farmer's natural tendency”, he 
said, “is to cut down where pos- 
sible on the least profitable oper- 
ation,” 

Butter stocks in storage in Can- 
ada have gone down 2.7 million 
pounds since last year at the 
same time. Winnipeg holdings on 
October 1st were 15,911,000 
pounds compared to 18,888,000 
pounds same time last year. The 
reason for the reduction in stocks 
of government storage butter is 
largely due to the heavy move- 
ment of butter out of storage to 
both the west coast and eastern 
Canada, 

Cheese production over the first 
nine months of this year has gone 
up by 1.4 percent, Mr, Killick said, 
although it took a plunge in Sep- 
tember, Canadian cheese stocks 
were 2,3 million pounds below the 
period from January to September 
last year, 

Ice Cream production shows a 
decrease of 15.2 percent compared 
to last year,
